1 . (Currently Amended) A container for shipping and displaying contents in the 
container, the container comprising: 

a first end having at least one panel selectively movable to close the first end, and 
a second end having a display panel adapted to bear indi cia about contents of the

2. (Currently Amended) A container according to claim 1 further comprising top, 
bottom and side panels extending between the first and second ends, wherein the display panel 
extends from a hinge on one of the top, bottom and side panels, and the closure panel extends 
from a hinge on another of the top, bottom and side panels. 

3. (Currently Amended) A container according to claim 2 wherein the closure panel 
is secured away, from the one of the top, bottom and side panels in the open position. 

4. (Original) A container according to claim 3 wherein the closure panel has a tab and 
the one panel has a slot and the clostire panel is secured to the one panel when the tab is received 
in the slot. 
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5. (Canceled) 

6. (Original) A container according to the claim 1 wherein the display panel comprises 
two side panels and a securing panel wherein the securing panel interlocks with the side panels. 

7. (Original) A container according to claim 6 wherein the securing panel has a cover 
portion and a flap portion, and the flap portion engages a slot in an adjacent panel. 

8. (Original) A container according to claim 7 wherein the flap portion has a tab that 
engages the slot. 

9. (Original) A container according to claim 7 wherein at least one side panel has a tab 
that engages the slot. 

10. (Original) A container according to claim 6 wherein the side panels have sloped 

edges. 

1 1 . (Original) A container according to claim 6 wherein the side panels are covered by 
the securing panel. 

12. (Original) A container according to claim 1 wherein the first end comprises full 
overlap panels. 

13. (Original) A container according to claim 1 wherein the display panel comprises a 
bottom portion and two side portions. 

14. (Currently Amended) A blank for forming a container for shipping and displaying 
contents in the container, the blank comprising: 

four panels - .^^ . together in series ; irK^, a first panel at one side 
of the series having a side flap for mounting to a second panel at the opposite side of the series, 
and the four panels having first ends and second ends, the first ends of the four panels

collectively defining a first end of the erected container, and the second ends of the four panels 

collectively defining a second end of the erected container, 

the first end of each panel having an end panel extending therefrom, 

the second end of one of the four panels having a closure panel extending therefi"om 

at a fold line and sized to cover the second end of the erected container, 

the closure panel having means to secure it away from the fold line to one of the 

four panels, 

the second end of the four panels, other than the one having a closure panel 
extending therefi-om, having a display panel extending therefi-om. 

15. (Previously Presented) A blank according to claim 14 wherein the display panel 
comprises each of two of the four panels, one on either side of the one panel when the container 
is erected, having a side panel extending fi-om an edge thereof, the side panels being located 
away fi-om where the closure panel extends fi-om the one panel when the container is erected, and 

the second end of the fourth of the four panels having a securing panel extending 
therefrom with a slot near where the securing panel extends from the fourth panel, the securing 
panel having a cover portion and a flap extending from the cover portion, adapted to engage the 
slot and long enough to reach the slot when folded against the cover portion over the side flaps 

16. (Original) A blank according to claim 15 wherein the flap has a tab adapted to reach 

and engage the slot. 

17. (Original) A blank according to claim 15 wherein the edges of the two of the four 
panels are offset so that the closure panel can be flush with the second end when it is in the 
closed position. 

18. (Original) A blank according to claim 15 further comprising a tab on the closure 
panel and securing slot on the one of the four panels to secure the closure panel to the one panel. 
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19. (Original) A blank according to claim 15 wherein at least one of the side panels has a 
tab to engage the slot. 

20. (Currently Amended) A flat preform formed from a blank according to claim 14, 
wherein the first panel side flap is mounted to the second panel and the side panels are folded at

whereby contents of the container can be independently shipped when the at least one 
panel closes the first end and the closure panel Hv*l5.^>.^;NV>.t,<?+i jx^^^h^- o n ^oo ^ : vl, and 
contents of the container and the display panel can be displayed v iewed b y moving only the 
closure panel to the open position. 

22. (New) A container according to claim 1 wherein the panels are formed of corrugated 

paper. 

23. (New) A container according to claim 1 wherein the display panel defines more than 
one side of the opening. 

24. (New) A container according to claim 23 wherein the display panel is L-shaped. 
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25. (New) A container according to claim 1 wherein the display panel is a single panel 
that extends between adjacent side panels. 

26. (New) A container according to claim 25 wherein the display panel is U-shaped. 

27. (New) A container according to claim 21 wherein the display panel defines more 
than one side of the opening. 

28. (New) A container according to claim 27 wherein the display panel is L-shaped. 

29. (New) A container according to claim 21 wherein the display panel is a single panel 
that extends between adjacent side panels. 



30. (New) A container according to claim 29 wherein the display panel is U-shaped.
